AN IN CHAMBER 


Three Others Wounded in| 


Furious Gunfight Over 


Legislative Disputes.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 11.—(4)— 
One deputy was slain and three oth-| 
ers fell wounded in a furious gunfight | 
tonight on the floor of the Mexican | 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Pistols barked as the climax to a 
hitter dispute between majority and 
minority groups. When the smoke 
cleared, Manuel Martinez Valadez, a 
majority deputy from Jalisco, lay) 
dead with a bullet in his head and | 
three others sprawled wounded in the 
aisles.

Viveros and Mariano Vertiz, leftists of 
the majority group, were slightly hurt. | 

Pistols Flashed. | 

Investigators said Juan Benet, a 
rightist (minority) member, and Cam-| 
flashed pistols simulta- 
neously and opened fire after Viveros 
had shouted what Benet considered 
an insult. 

Other firearms roared, some of the 
fire apparently coming from the gal- 
leries,

Deputy Benet, of San Luis Potosi, 
who spectators said had fired some of 
the first shots, denied that the affair

chamber. 

Both Benet and Campos drew their 
pistols simultaneously, Benet said, and 
started shooting. 

The exchange of shots was the sig- 
nal for a general outburst of gun- 
play during which some of the spec-| 
tators in the gallery opened fire to- | 
ward the deputies on the floor of the 
chamber. 

Benet insisted there was no proof 
that his shots were responsible for 
the death of Valadez. 

Benet’s contention was supported 
by Gustavo Castanares, political writ- 
newspaper Excelsior, who 
said the shooting started as the result 
of the quarrel between Benet and 
Campos Viveros and that he saw no 
evidence of a prearranged plan. 

On Trigger Edge. 

“Members of the majority and mi- 
noritvy have been on a trigger edge 
since the chamber met September 1,” 
said Castanares. “Tonight's outbreak 
was the consequence of heated argu- 
ments that have been carried on be- 
tween them.” 

Police surrounded the chamber after 
the shooting and for a time no one 
was allowed to enter or leave. There

Five Links in Highway. | 

The belt-line highway system would 
entirely circle Atlanta, starting from | 
the Roosevelt highway at Red Oak, | 
continuing Wy way of Bolton, Buck- 
head and thence aroun’ the city and 
down Moreland avenue to the Macon 
highway and back ag.in to the Roose- 
velt highway. The highway will have 
five separate links, the longest being 
9 milor ; sh 
12.5 miles in length. The entire length 
will be 24.6 miles. 

In his letter to the state authorities 
Mr. Yantis said: “If the five belt-line. 
highway links were adopted, a route 
irom any one trunk highway to any 
other trunk highway would be possible 
without entering the heavy traffic 
through the city of Atlanta at all. Al-. 
SO in practically every case the belt 
highway would save mileage as well.” 

In most instances these links follow 
present roads, though 20 to 30 per 
cent would be new grading or regrad- 
ing and 60 per cent to 80 per cent 
would have to be reworked as to 
cross-section. Ninety per cent will have 
to be newly paved, or repaved, said 
Mr. Yantis. 

lhree New Bridges. 

In addition to the belt-line high- 
Ways, three new bridges are proposed 
for the Chattahoochee river. The first 
Is to be located on route No. 92 lead- 
ing from Douglasville to Fairburn. 
Che second on Goode's road, at or 
near Capps’ ferry crossing, and the 
third a replacement of an old and nar- 
row structure known as McClure’s 
bridge on the Alpharetta-Duluth road. 

New grading also is proposed for 
feeder roads not on the state system.

BATON ROUGE, Ia., Sept. 11.— 


(UP )—-Louisiana’s legislature ad- 
journed 
Huey P. Long the most practical trib- 


ute within its powers. 


The legislative houses, meeting in 
the ornate bronze, gilt and marble 
halls of the 34-story statehouse built 
by Long, enacted into law 38 statutes 
with a precision that could not have 
been bettered even with Long pres- 
ent. 

The special legislative session pase 
ed only the laws which Long had per- 
sonally approved. The laws were pass- 
ed in the form he desired and ac- 
cording to the schedule he had laid 
down before assassination brought a 
sudden end to his spectacular ca- 
reer. 

Chief among the measures were 
laws designed to aid Long in his 
running fight with New Deal authori- 
ties. They were ifitended to form the 
framework of a bitter anti-administra- 
‘tion campaign beginning within a few 
weeks and running into the 1936 
presidential race. 

One provides stiff fines and prison 
sentences for federal officials attempt- 
ing to exercise any powers in Louisi- 
ana in violation of the tenth (state’s 
rights) amendment to the constitu-

FLARES ANEW IN STATE 


Rep. Grayson Says He May 
Seek Court Action on 
Vetoed Bill.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 11—(?)— 
Talk about old age pensions—one of 
the unforgotten issues of the last leg- 
islature—buzzed through political cir- 
cles gf the state today following an- 
nouncement by Representative Spence 
Grayson, author of a pension plan, 
that he might go to court to force the 
issue before the voters. 

Governor Talmadge, who vetoed 
Grayson’s plan to submit the pension 
plan to the voters as an amendment 
to the constitution, snapped out this 
comment on the pension situation in 
Atlanta: 

“I vetoed it, and the legislature 
sustained me, didn’t it?” 

Grayson announced to the Savan- 
nah Morning News last night that he 
might go into the courts with man- 
damus proceedings in an effort to 
force Ed Rivers, of Lakeland, speaker 
of the state house of representatives, 
and Charles D. Redwine, of Fayette- 
ville, president of the state sente, 
to advertise the pension amendment 
for submission to voters of Georgia 
in 1936. 
| In Fayetteville, Redwine said he has 
never felt that he should, as “president 
of the senate, undertake to assume 
functions of the Governor unless there 
was a vacancy in that office, as the 
constitution of the state provides that 
the three branches of the government 
should forever be kept separate and 
distinct.” 

Georgia law provides that the Gov-

Ethiopian the Oldest Language 


Ethiopian is the oldest language in 
that it has departed the least in its 
form from the original proto-Semitic, 
according to Dr. John P. Harrington, 
ethnologist of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. Even the Hebrew in which 
the Bible is written has gone a long 
road of development beyond even the 
modern Ethiopian. Hidden away in 
the African Alps, this old language 
still survives, uncorrupted by the cen- 


turies. 


Let us take for instance the name 
of the letter “a.” This letter in its 
capital form still preserves today very 
much of its original pattern, which 
was that of a crude figure of the head 
of the ox. The descending strokes at 
the bottom of capital “A” are the 
horns of the head of the ox. 

Ancient Egyptian has a very similar 
symbol. The natives of central Celebes 
have similar carvings of the head of 
the water buffalo on the beams of 
their houses. Now the name of this 
letter and of the ox in the primitive 
Semitic, spoken 5,000 B. C., is “alf.” 
In ancient and modern Ethiopian the 
name “alf,” ox, is still on the tongues 
of the people. But in the Hebrew of 
the Bible it is already “aalef,” ox, 
the word having already been distorted 
into two syllables and starting with a 
lengthened vowel. ; 

Second Letter of Alphabet. 

So also with “b,” the second letter 
of the alphabet. The name of the let- 
ter means house, and the form of the 
letter is a picture of an house. The 
ancient proto-Semitie word for house 
was “beet.” Ancient and modern 
Ethiopian also has “beet,” whereas 
the Hebrew, even the Hebrew of the 
Bible, has already changed the word 
- “beeth,” ending with “th” instead 
0 ar 


The writing of ancient and modern 
Ethiopian is as primitive and enticing 
as the language itself, but here they 
have improved on the ancient Semitic 
alphabet, which had symbols for con- 
sonants only. If vowels were added 
in writing Hebrew, they were added 
outside the contour of the letter as 
separate dots and dashes, much as in 
some systems of shorthand. Arabic 
writing is also full of dots. These 
dots and dashes are bothersome to 
make and often break off in printing, 
as is well known to printers. The 
inventive genius of the Ethiopians, who 
started with the same alphabet as the 
Hebrews, devised the system, however, 
of merely adding ticks connected with 
the consonant letters at their various 
corners, top, etce., to indicate’ the 
various vowels that follow. The 
Ethiopian system is as compact as it 
is legible; when one gets used to it, 
and does away with all the cluttering 
dots of Hebrew and Arabic. The 


Ethiopian letters are placed to read 
from left to right, just as in English, 
and a colon is put at the end of every 
word, which keeps the words neatly 
apart in the manuscripts. 

Ethiopia is the oldest Christian 
country, having been completely con- 
verted to Christianity at a date some- 
where after 200 A. D. The Ethiopians 
were a thoroughly Christian country 
under a heavy priesthood at the time 
when Italy was persecuting Christians 
under the Roman emperors. The 
Ethiopian literature is from the 
earliest times rich, consisting of Bible 
translations, prayerbooks, liturgies, 
and a wealth of documents of every 
description. Ancient Ethiopian was 
spooken down to 1600 A. D., when it 
broke up into the modern dialects. 
These modern dialects are still* the 
most primitive Semitic languages, and 
the closest thing existing to ancient 
Egyptian, Egyptian’s direct descend- 
ant, Coptic, having become extinct. 

Tongues of Languages. 

Ethiopian has been called from the 
first “lesanwa”’ (tongue or language) 
“ge’eze” (of the free), that ig, 
language of the free. Why this name 
was applied has never been known, 
but it has been the common and only 
name of the language through all the 
ages. It shows that the Ethiopians 
have been a freedom-loving people 
throughout all the five thousand years 
of their unbroken existence as an in- 
dependent nation. 

The Ethiopian language is easy to 
pronounce and its words are easy to 
remember. It is sonorous and is ac- 
cented mostly on the next to the last 
syllable. 

A few examples of Ethiopian words 
may be of interest. The Biblical 
word is almost every instance sim- 
ilar but corrupted.

’Aalam, work, glory. Gabaar, a work- 
man. Naggaasii. king, emperor. Meh- 
raam, temple. Manbar, throne. Mas- 
lem, Moselm. Barhaan, light. ’Aala- 
maawii, earthly, worldly. Kawaanee, 
being, existence. Wagr, hill. Sait- 
taan, Satan. Kookab, star. Amlaak, 
God. Manfas, spirit. Qasiis, priest. 
Xebest, bread. Ana, I. Nahhnu, we. 
Ahbhaduu, one. Kel’eetuu, two. Salas- 
tuu, three. Arbaa’tuu, four. Xames- 
tuu, five. Meet, a hundred. Elf, a 
thousand. 

Proto-Semitic was not a_ written 
language. It was spoken in 5000 
B. C. and earlier. Its words are ob- 
tained by a comparative study of He- 
brew, Syriac (a dialect of which was 
spoken by Jesus Christ), Phenician, 
Babylonian, Arabic and _ Ethiopian. 
The forms of Ethiopian are found oft- 
en to ecoincide with those of proto- 
Semitic.

constitutes a serious reflection on the

It is a thought I have been mull- 
ing over in my mind for 10 years. 
Especially when I have listened to 
discussions in medical societies and 
read the current views and opinions 
of recognized leaders in the profes- 
sion.

1 
say what I think, and I am prepared 
to hear the answer. In this as in 
any other subject touched on here, 
I always give a gentlemanly hearing 
to anything anyone cares to say, lay

repeat, I’m prepared to pay due re- 
spect to the sincere views of any read- 
er who may see the matter in another 
light. My goodness, my best medical 
friends know I can take it, and in- 
deed it is due largely to their frank 
criticism as well as their ‘“construc- 
tive’ suggestions, that this column is 
—aw, you finish it—I'm blushing. 

It is well enough that the reputable, 
conservative practitioner should desire 
to be not the first by whom the new 
is tried nor yet the last to lay the 
old aside, but it is carrying that fra- 
ditional spirit too far when methods 
are censured not as bad but new. 


Scores of good doctors have asked 
me why these modern methods are not 
discussed in the foremost current med- 
ical publications if they are so valu- 
able. That's precisely what I am de- 
ploring in the present trend of or- 
ganized medicine. The foremost med- 
ical journals have for years not only 
rejected good, honest, scientific con- 
tributions dealing with these newer 
methods, contributions from _ physi- 
cians of excellent standing, but have 
sometimes descended to—well, to the 
level of childish peevishness in refus- 
ing to give this new knowledge to 
their readers. In fact, they have cen- 
sured and censored these methods not 
as bad but new. That is why the in- 
articulate rank and file has not heard 
more about the new methods. And 
no doubt that explains the naive ideas 
many good doctors have about these 
methods. 


Even the American Medical Asso- 
ciation stoops to anonymity in dis- 
seminating propaganda against the 
ambulant treatment of hernia—quot- 
ing “well-known” surgeons who evi- 
dently don’t know what they’re talk- 
ing about but not divulging the iden- 
tity of these “authorities.” To name 
the “authorities” might spoil the ef- 
fect, for clearly they are ringers, pli- 
able old gentlemen who are easily per- 
suaded to secrete the particular 
thought required in the exigency, pro- 
vided they are assured nobody will 
ever know they did it.

Sharp Rise Noted in Cotton 
Mill Activity During July 
and August. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—(@)— 
America’s textile industry, forever be- 
set by some new economic terror, has 
apparently turned into what analysts 
believe should be a period of strength 
and expansion. 

More than two years ago the en- 
tire industry struggled with unprece- 
dented high production schedules just 
before the advent of NRA codes, and 
in following months the trade suf- 
fered from the excess output. 

About a year ago, strikes tied man- 

ufacturers into a tight knot, process- 
ing taxes began to chafe, Japanese 
competition pinched more tightly on 
export markets, and profits were 
; something to boast about. 
| But in the past few weeks there 
| has been a progressive change noted 
_In major branches of the textile in- 
dustry. 
_ Cotton manufacturing activity rose 
sharply from July through August 
and into September, and some trade 
sources contend the trend should con- 
tinue. 

Back of the up-surge is a new de- 
mand for cotton goods which followed 
a summer hiatus. This apparently 
was based on settlement of numerous 
trade difficulties, authorities declare. 

The trade arranged a contract to 
care for the contingency of an adverse 
ruling by the supreme court on the 
processing tax, one leading mill fan- 
ned latent demand with well-timed 
| price increases, and open market 
| prices on raw cotton were adjusted 
and then steadied by the federal gov- 
ernment compromise between produc- 
ers and handlers with a lower loan 
value on the staple and an outright 
subsidy to producers. 

Woolen mills are working to near 
capacity on fall orders, and the first 
indication of the new spring demand 
has been reported. Prices have been 
stronger in recent days, and eastern 
| woolen centers note large woolen and 
| worsted goods orders placed by cloth- 
|ing manufacturers,
